Eclipses  for  the  Tear  1876. 

There  will  be  two  Eclipses  this  year,  as  follows : 
I.    A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  April  6.    Invisible  in  the  United  States. 

II.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  September  29.  Visible  eeist  of  the  Mississippi  river  as  a  Partial  Eclipse, 
the  Sun  rising  Eclipsed.  Also  in  Africa  and  Southwestern  Europe.  The  Eclipse  will  be  annular  or  ring- 
like  from  Sodus  Point,  on  the  South  shore  of  Lake  Ontario,  Lyons,  Oswego,  Syi'acuse,  Utica,  Saratoga  and 
Northern  Massachusetts  to  the  ocean.     Along  the  central  line  the  size  of  the  Eclipse  will  be  IH  digits.

The  Constitution  requires  nine  years'  citizenship  to  qualify  for  admission  to  the  Senate,  and  seven  years 
to  the  House  of  Kepresentatlves.  An  act  approved  July  26,  1866,  requires  the  Legislature  of  each  State, 
which  shall  be  chosen  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  any  Senatorial  term  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  its 
first  meeting,  to  elect  a  successor,  each  House  nominating  viva  voce,  and  then  convening  in  Joint  Assembly 
to  compare  nominations.  In  case  of  agreement,  such  person  shall  be  declared  duly  elected ;  and  if  they  do 
not  agree,  then  balloting  to  continue  from  day  to  day,  at  12  m.,  during  the  session,  until  choice  has  been 
made.  Vacancies  are  to  be  filled  in  like  manner.  The  members  of  each  House  receive  a  salary  of  fiS.OOO 
per  annum,  and  mileage  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cents  per  mile.  For  each  day's  absence,  except  when  caused 
by  sicbn«63,  |8  per  diem  is  deducted  from  the  salary.  The  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate  receives  the 
same  compensation  as  the  Vice-President.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  receives  double 
the  salary  of  a  member.

ARKANSAS. 

Political  affairs  in  Arkansas  have  been  very  much 
Involved,  owing  to  a  conflict  between  two  factions 
headed  nominally  by  the  rival  candidates  for  Gov- 
ernor, in  1872.  This  conflict  culminated  in  a  resort 
to  amis  early  in  1874,  and  on  the  President  recog- 
nizing Baxter  as  the  lawful  Governor,  the  Legislature 
then  convened  called  a  convention  to  amend  the 
constitution  of  the  State.  This  convention  was  in 
session  during  a  portion  of  the  summer,  and  framed 
a  constitution,  abolishing  several  offices,  and  direct- 
ing a  new  election  to  flli  such  offices  as  were  pro- 
vided for.  The  constitution  was  submitted  to  the 
people  oh  the  13th  of  October,  and  though  a  large 
number  of  Republicans  abstained  from  voting  on  the 
ground  that  the  convention  which  framed  it  was 
wholly  an  illegal  body.  It  was  declared  ratified  by 
a  majority  of  over  53,(KJ0,  in  a  total  announced  vote 
of  upward  of  lfi0;000,  the  largest  vote  ever  polled  in 
the  State,  Immediately  on  the  adoption  of  the  con- 
•tltution,  in  convention,  the  Democrats  proceeded 
to  nominate  State  officers,  as  follows : 

Governor  — Augustus  H.Garland;  Oiief  Justice —E. 
H.  English  ;  Associate  Justices  —  David  Walker,  Wm. 
M.  Harrison;  Secretary —  B.B.  Beavers;  Auditor  — 
Wm.  R.  Miller;  Treamirer  —  T.  J.  Churchill;  Atlor- 
neji-Creneral—Bimon  P.  Hughes;  Commisnoner  of 
Slate  Lands  —  J.  M.  Smither;  Chancellor  — John  ti. 
Eakin;  aiancery  Clerk  — A.  R.  Witt. 

In  pursuance  of  their  policy  of  treating  the  action 
of  their  opponents  as  illegal,  the  Clayton-Brooks  Re- 
publicans not  only  protested  against  the  whole  series 
of  proceedings,  but  refrained  from  making  nomina- 
tions and  Ignoreil  the  election,  their  programme  con- 
templating an  appeal  to  Congress.  The  above  persons 
were  therefore  voted  for  on  the  13th  of  October,  and 
chosen,  virtuallv.  without  opposition.  Garland's  vote, 
as  recorded  In  "the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
Ixlni?  76,453  against  some  60  scattering  votes.   In  No- 
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vember  following,  Baxter  surrenderpd  the  oflace  of 
GN)vemor  to  Garland,  thus  elected,  and  though  some 
opposition  was  made  bvLieutenant-Oovemer  Smith 
and  Secretary  of  State  wheeler,  elected  wjth  Baxter 
under  the  old  constitution,  the  new  state  officers 
have  since  been  in  possession  of  the  government, 
and  the  matter  is  now  before  Congress  for  settle- 
ment.

The  Republican  platform  took 
strong  ground  in  favor  of  the  project,  which  would 
also  result  in  securing  to  Delaware  many  other  needed 
reforms ;  but  the  Democrats,  though  tacitly  favoring 
the  proposed  change,  devoted  their  resolutions 
almost  entirely  to  national  questions.

Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  to  serve  four  years, 
members  of  the  Forty-fourth  Congress  and  State 
Legislature,  except  half  the  Senate,  were  chosen  in 
Illinois  in  1874.  The  Republican  platform  favored

The  Democratic 
resolutions  denounced  the  present  national  adminis- 
tration, corruption  In  high  places,  the  civil  rights 
bill,  and  public  grants  to  railroads,  and  favored  the 
redemption  of  flve-twenty  bonds  in  greenbacks,  the 
repeal  of  the  national  banking  law,  the  substitution 
of  greenbacks  for  national  bank  currency,  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  volume  of  the  currency  to  the  commer- 
cial wants  of  the  country,  and  retrenchment  and 
economy  generally.

The  contest  in  Iowa,  where  minor  State  officers  and 
Congressmen  were  chosen  in  October,  was  between 
th*  Republicans  and  a  combination  of  the  opposition 
elenentsiunder  the  "  anti-monopoly  "  standard.  The 
canvass,  therefore,  was  similar  in  Its  character  to  that 
of  K73,  when  a  Republican  Governor  was  chosen  by 
ovei  23,000  majority.  The  Republican  platform 
favo-ed  free  banking,  specie  resumption  at  the  earli- 
est practicable  period,  payment  of  the  national  obli- 
gations in  specie^  the  prohibition  by  Congress  of 
extor.ion  and  UAtust  discrimination  on  railroads,  the 
regulttion  and  control  of  railway  transportation  by 
the  Sttte  within  its  own  limits,  the  protection  of  all 
citizen?  in  their  guaranteed  rights,  the  election  of 
President  and  Vice-President  directly  by  the  people, 
extensi«n  of  the  suflfrage  to  women,  and  retrench- 
ment in  public  expenditures.  The  Anti-Monopolists, 
in  their  declaration  of  principles,  denounced  the  policy 
of  the  Acministration  as  subversive  of  the  rights  of 
the  States  and  its  conduct  as  in  defiance  of  public  sen- 
timent and  disregard  of  the  public  good,  favored  the 
malntenanse  of  the  public  credit  inviolate  by  paying 
the  public  debt  in  accordance  with  the  laws  under 
which  It  W4S  contracted,  opposed  any  over-issue  of 
paper  money,  favoring  under  certain  restrictions  a 
volume  of  currency  sufficient  for  the  wants  of  the 
country,  opposed  tariff  and  taxation,  except  such  as 
Is  necessary  t5  meet  legitimate  expenditures,  favored 
legislation  to  secure  the  industrial  and  producing 
interests  agaiast  all  forms  of  corporate  monopoly 
and  extortion,  demanded  a  modification  of  the  patent 
laws,  and  insisted  upoa  the  limitation  of  the  Presi- 
dent to  one  term,  and  the  election  of  President 
directly  by  popular  vote.

The  election  in  Kansas,  in  November,  1874,  was  for 
State  oflQcers,  Legislature  and  Members  of  Congress. 
Three  tickets  were  in  the  field,  Republican,  Indepen- 
dent Reforra'and  Temperance.    The  leading  feature 
of  the  Republican  platform  was  embraced  In  the  ad- 
vocacy of  such  a  financial  policy  as  would  least  bur- 
den the  industrial  interests  of  the  country,  making 
national  banking  free  to  all  under  Just  laws  and  based 
upon  the  policy  of  specie  resumption  as  early  as  shall 
be  practicable.  A  systematic  reduction  in  the  number 
of  office-holders,  economical  administration  of  gov- 
ernment, protective  legislation  with  regard  to  rail- 
roads, revision  of  the  patent  laws,  and  eificient  tem- 
perance legislation  were  also  urged,  while  the  third 
presidential  term  idea,  back  pay  and  salary  grab  acts, 
and.  official  corruption  in  every  form,  were  strongly 
condemned.    The  platform  of  the  Independents  ue 
nounced,  generally,  the  policy  and  acts  of  the  Repub 
lican  administration,  corruption  among  State  officials, 
and  the  present  Indian  policy,  demanded  the  repeal 
of  the  national  banking  act,  the  issuance  of  an  inter-j 
changeable  legal  tender  currency  direct  from   the 
treasury,  the  repeal  of  the  tariff"  on  lumber  and  th( 
necessities  of  life,  the  restoration  of  the  tax  on  in 
comes,  and  legislation  to  secure  the  producing  inter 
ests  from  the  extortions  of  monopolies.    The  elec 
tion  of  President  and  Senators  by  direct  vote  wa 
also  favored.    The  Temperance  convention  adopte( 
resolutions  favoring  stringent  legislation  against  th 
sale  or  manufacture  of  intoxicating  liquors,  takin 
radical  ground  on  the   subject.

MAINE. 

In  the  State  of  Maine,  a  Governor,  Legislature  and 
Congressmen  were  elected  in  September.  No  Issues 
of  an  Important  character  marked  the  canvass,  both 
parties  being   in  substantial   agreement  regarding 


specie  resumption  and  other  financial  questions. 
The  Democrats,  however,  declared  for  free  trade, 
and  severely  criticised  some  of  the  acts  of  the 
Administration,  while  the  Republicans  approved  the 
President's  veto  of  inflation, and  urged  more  thorough 
development  of  the  agricultural,  manufacturing, 
maritime  and  commercial  interests  of  the  State.  The 
candidates  were  as  follows :

MASSACHUSETTS. 

A  full  State  ticket  was  elected  in  Massachusetts,  at 
well  as  members  of  the  Legislature,  councillors  and 
members  of  the  Forty-fourth  Congress.  No  im- 
portant local  issues  were  involved  in  the  canvass.  The 
Republican  platform  recognized  a  sound  cuiTency  as 
indispensable  to  national  prosperity,  and  urged  Con- 
gress to  adopt  measures  which  should  tend  to  make 
the  demand  promises  to  pay  equal  to  gold,  resolutely 
prohibiting  any  inflation.  The  White  League  and 
Ku-Klux  organizations  of  the  South  were  denounced, 
and  President  Grant's  action  concerning  the  New 
Orleans  trouble  was  commended.  The  resolutions 
also  demanded  the  highest  standard  of  honesty,  in- 


tegrity and  economy  in  national  and  State  adminis- 
trations, eulogized  the  policy  and  mission  of  the 
Republican  party,  and  denounced  unfaithfulness  in 
public  Offlciala.  The  Democratic  platform  pro- 
claimed renewed  devotion  to  the  Coastitution,  and 
condemned  Federal  Interference  in  the  States,  as  well 
as  the  lawless  acts  of  violence  against  the  colored 
race  in  the  South.  A  speedy  return  to  specie  payments 
was  urged  as  the  only  honorable  and  safe  financial 
policy,  while  economy  and  reform  in  State  adminis- 
tration, a  proper  care  for  the  industrial  interests  of 
the  Commonwealth,  stringent  and  efficacious  laws 
for  the  refwlation  of  the  liquor  traffic,  and  abolition 
of  sumptuary  legislation  generally,  were  demanded.

MICHIGAN. 

A  full  State  ticket.  Legislature  and  membera  of 
the  Forty-fourth  Congress  were  elected  in  Michigan 
in  November,  1874.  The  Republican,  Democratic, 
Reform  and  Prohibition  organizations  each  held  con- 
ventions and  placed  tickets  in  the  field,  the  Republi- 
cans renominating  Gov.  Bagley,  and  the  entire 
Congressional  delegation.  The  Republican  platfonn 
reviewed  and  eulogized  the  record  of  the  party  since 
the  war,  referred  with  pride  to  the  steady  reduction 
of  the  debt,  the  encouragement  of  education  and 
morals,  the  completion  of  important  improvements, 
and  the  fact  that  the  various  State  departments  had 
been  managed  with  scrupulous  honesty,  favored  free 
banking,  and  an  early  resumption  of  specie  payment, 
denounced  repudiation  in  every  form,  and  urged  the 
protection  of  the  colored  race  in  all  their  human  and 
political  rights.  The  Democrats  an-aigned  the  party 
in  power  for  extravagance,  corruption  and  usurpa- 
tion, demanded  honesty  and  justice  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  otfices.  a  different  policy  toward  the 
southern  States,  the  punishment  of  corruption  In 
office,  and  the  repeal  of  the  "  press-gag "  law,  de- 
nounced appropriation  of  public  lands  to  private  cor- 
porations, and  the  State  financial  management, 
favored  the  repeal  of  the  legal  tender  act,  to  take 
effect  In  1876,  free  banking,  tariff  for  revenue  free 
from  unjust  discriminations,  the  payment  of  the 
National  debt  in  coin,  when  due,  and  an  equal  distri- 
bution of  taxes  on  imports  for  needed  revenue.  Such 
legislation' as  would  secure  uniform  rates  of  freight 
on  railroads,  and  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
placing  control  ot  the  liquor  traffic  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, were  also  suggested.  The  Reformers,  In  their 
platform,  urged  that  both  parties  were  controlled  by 
corrupt  men  and  moneyed  rings,  and  Invited  honest 
men  of  all  parties  to  join  them  In  an  effort  to  cure 
existing  evils,  favored  a  currency  that  would  forbid 
injurious  contraction  or  inflation,  and  reach  a  specie 
ba.sls  as  speedily  as  possible,  the  maintenance  of  the 
rights  of  the  States  inviolate,  the  one-term  principle 
for  the  President,  the  regulation  of  fares  and  freight 
on  railroads  and  the  abolition  of  the  free-pass  sy.stem, 
and  opposed  unnecessary  and  exorbitant  taxation 
and  the  retention  of  large  balances  In  the  State 
trea.surv.

MINNESOTA. 

Minnesota  elected  State  officers  In  1872.  Only 
judges  of  the  supreme  court  were  chosen  on  a  general 
ticket  in  1874.  Congressmen  and  members  of  the 
Legislature  were  also  elected.  Both  party  platforms 
declared  unreservedly  for  a  return  to  specie  payments 
as  soon  as  compatible  with  the  public  interests,  agree- 
ing also  in  denouncing  recently  discovered  frauds  in 


one  of  the  State  departments.  In  addition,  the  Re- 
publican resolutions  recapitulated  the  work  of  the 
administration  and  Congress  in  reducing  the  debt, 
preserving  a  sound  currency,  exposing  Iraud  and  cor- 
ruption, and  correcting  abuses ;  approved  the  repeal 
of  the  salary  grab,  and,  generally,  re-affirmed  the 
principles  of  Republicanism.  The  Democrats  de- 
manded reform  in  federal  administration,  attributed 
the  troubles  in  the  south  to  corrupt  carpet-bag  rule, 
favored  a  tariff  for  revenue  Only,  urged  a  better 
enforcement  of  official  accountability,  and  demanded 
a  limitation  and  locaUzation  of  official  power,  uniform 
excise  laws,  equal  justice  to  all  men  and  Impartial 
taxation.  The  Republican  ticket  was  elected.  The 
nominations  were  as  follows:

MISSOUEI. 

State  officers,  Congressmen  and  members  of  the 
Legislature  were  elected  in  Missouri.  The  contest 
was  between  the  Democrats  and  an  organization 
styling  itself  the  People's  party,  the  Republicans 
making  no  nominations.  The  latter,  however,  held  a 
convention  and  adopted  a  set  of  resolutions  sharply 
criticising  the  Democratic  State  administration  and 
expressing  a  willingness  to  accept  reform  from  any 
and  all  persons  able  to  give  it.  It  was  therefore 
deemed  prudent  and  patriotic  to  adjourn  without 
making  nominations,  leaving  Republicans  free, 
while  still  maintaining  Intaci  their  party  organiza- 
tion, to  support  such  nominees  as  would  best  se- 
cure economy  and  good  government.  The  platform 
of  the  People's  convention  denounced  the  disorder 
and  misrule  pervading  the  State  departments,  con- 
demned the  custom  of  electing  local  officers  on 
I  national  issues,  favored  the  enforcement  of  laws 
'  without  regard  to  public  sentiment  in  certain  locali- 
ties, denounced  proscription  because  of  past  differ- 
ences of  opinion ;  demanded  strict  fidelity  to  every 
obligation.  State  and  national;  urged  legislation  to 
protect  the  people  against  railroad  extortion  without 
crippling  the  corporations ;  favored  quadrennial  ses- 
sions of  the  Legislature ;  opposed  further  currency 
contraction,  but  demanded  specie  resumption  as  soon 
as  consistent  with  the  public  interests,  and  advised 
the  people  to  elect  Congressmen  who  would  protect 
their  local  interests.  The  Democrats  favored  strict 
construction  of  the  constitution,  especially  with  re- 
gard to  the  reserved  power  of  the  btates,  aiTaigned 
the  Republican  administration  as  unworthy  of  con- 
fidence ;  opposed  the  civil  rights  bill,  but  favored  a 
system  of  separate  education  for  the  negro;  de- 
nounced federal  interference  in  the  south,  urged  the 
payment  of  the  debt  in  accordance  with  contract, 
characterizing  the  pledge  to  redeem  in  coin  as  a 
usurpation ;  favored  a  national  banking  law,  and  the 
substitution  of  greenbacks  for  national  bank  notes; 
demanded  legislation  against  the  exactions  of  cor- 
porate monopoly,  and  the  repeal  of  the  tax  on  spirits 
and  tobacco,  and  urged  the  election  of  honest  men 
only  to  offices  of  trust.

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NEBRASKA. 

A  Grovernor  and  other  State  oflBcers,  a  Legislature, 
and  a  member  of  the  Forty-fourth  Congress  were 
chosen  in  Nebraska  at  the  October  election.  A 
second  candidate  for  Congress  was  also  voted  for, 
contingent  upon  the  allowance  of  the  claim  of  the 
State  to  two  representatives.  Four  tickets  were  in 
the  field.  Republican,  Democratic,-  Independent  and 
Temperance.  The  platform  of  the  Republicans 
favored  the  maintenance  of  the  public  credit,  free 
banking,  reform  and  economy  in  the  public  service, 
rigid  accountability  of  office  holders,  lawful  resist- 
ance to  exorbitant  charges  on  railroads,  equal  distri- 
bution of  taxation  upon  corporations  as  well  as  in- 
dividuals, a  government  railway  from  the  Missouri 
to  the  Atlantic,  reapportionment  of  ihe  State,  and 
encouragement  of  Immigration,  and  opposed  the 
third  term  idea  and  the  Quaker  Indian  policy.  The 
Democratic  resolutions  declared  for  specie  resump- 
tion as  soon  as  possible,  opposed  sumptuary  laws, 
favored  the  restriction  of  government  to  the  legiti- 
mate domain  of  political  power  and  demanded  protec- 
tion against  the  extortions  of  chartered  monopolies. 
The  Independents  favored  specie  resumption,  cheap 
transportation,  reduction  of  taxes,  a  tarilf  for  reve- 
nue, and  a  uniform  license  law,  and  opposed  further 
land  grants  to  railroads,  and  patent  monopolies.  The 
following  nominations  were  made:

NEVADA. 

A  Governor  and  other  State  officers,  a  Legislature 
and  Congressmen  were  elected  in  Nevada  November 
2.  Tickets  were  nominated  by  the  Republicans,  In- 
dependents and  Democrats.  No  very  important 
issues  were  involved  in  the  canvass,  the  principal 
interest  being  developed  in  the  legislative  contest, 
on  which  depended  the  United  States  senatorship. 
The  Republican  platform  denounced  southern  out- 
rages, disapproved  a  third  presidential  term,  favored 
restriction  of  Chinese  immigration,  opposed  railroad 
subsidies,  demanded  a  regulation  of  fares  and  freights 
on  railroads,  and  urged  a  return  to  specie  payments, 
while  that  of- the  Democrats  opposed  massed  capital 
subsidies  and  the  a  third  term,  condemned  the  bsck 
salary  grab,  opposed  Chinese  immigration,  favored 
laws  for  regulating  fares  and  freights,  indorsed  the 
eight  hour  law,  arraigned  the  administration  for 
abuse  of  power,  demanded  the  repeal  of  the  bullion 
tax,  and  condemned  the  acts  of  violence  perpefated 
in  the  South.

The 
Republican  platform  condemned  the  want  of  fldelity 
on  tht  part  of  a  few  Republicans  in  high  position, 
denounced  the  salary  grab,  protested  against  a  re- 
vival of  the  franking  privilege,  urged  a  speedy 
rettm  lo  specie  payments  and  improvement  of  the 
banking  system,  deprecated  special  legislation  and 
"rioers'  to  appropriation  bills,  deplored  the  pre va- 
lenc«  of  Intemperance,  and  urged  moral  suasion  and 
educ»tlon  of  public  sentiment  as  a  cure;  recom- 
m'.-n'Jed  rttrenchmenl  and  economy  in  national  ex- 
pendiuares;  and  polntwJ  with  pride  to  the  results  of 
Republican  ,-ule  In  the  State.  The  Democratic  plat- 
form calle<l  for  retrencnment  in  public  expenditures, 
disapproved  of  di»crimlnatlng  taxation,  condemned 
the  policy  of  giving  thu  public  domain  to  the  rall- 
roari.'i.  regretted  that  the  veto  of  the  President  has 
not  been  exerclaed  more  freely,  affirmed  adherence 


to  the  Cincinnati  and  Baltimore  platform  of  1872, 
denounced  the  management  of  the  national  finance^s 
and  the  flagrant  abuses  on  local  self-government, 
demanded  the  repeal  of  the  salary  law,  recognized 
the  grievances  of  the  farmers,  favored  a  Judicious 
license  law,  subject  to  local  option,  and  declared  the 
necessity  of  stringent  laws  in  relation  to  investment* 
deposited  in  savings  banks.

NEW  JERSET. 

The  election  In  New  Jersey  was  for  Governor, 
Congressmen  and  members  of  the  Legislature.  The 
canvass  turned  mainly  upon  the  choice  of  a  United 
States  Senator  to  succeed  John  P.  Stockton,  the 
Democratic  candidates  being  nominated  In  the.  Inter- 
est of  ex-Gov  Randolph.    Th^ Republican  platform 
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reaffirmed  the  leading  principles  of  the  party, 
praised  President  Grant's  administration,  favored 
the  maintenance  of  the  faith  of  the  government 
vjjth  its  creditors,  the  early  resumption  of  specie 
payments,  a  protective  tariff,  equal  Internal  taxation. 
Judicious  amendment  of  the  State  constitution,  and 
generous  support  of  public  education,  commended 
the  measures  and  policy  of  the  Republican  State  ad- 
ministration, and  generally  urged  wise  management 
and  liberal  extension  of  public,  penal,  sanitary 
and  charitable  institutions,  and  promotion  of  the 
industries  of  the  State.  The  Democratic  platform 
insisted  upon  a  rigid  restriction  of  the  government 
to  )t«  constitutional  powers,  favored  equal  political 
rights  for  all,  condemned  lawlessness  and  violence, 
and  federal  interference  in  elections,  urged  4;he  res- 
toration of  gold  and  silver  as  the  only  true  currency 
basis,  advocated  equitable  and  judicious  tariff  laws, 
opposed  the  civil  rights  bill  as  fatal  to  the  true  in- 
terests of  the  colored  race,  protested  against  the  so- 
called  "  press  gag  "  liw,  opposed  the  government  of 
municipalities  by  commissions,  took  issue  against  a 
third  Presidential  term,  extended  sympathy  to  the 
unemployed,  and  denounced,  in  detail,  the  Republi- 
can State  and  national  administrations.  The  Demo- 
crats carried  the  State,  the  following  being  the  can- 
didates voted  for :

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  election  in  North  Carolina  occurred  on  the  6th 
of  August.  A  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, Judges  of  the  Superior  Court,  Congress- 
men, and  members  of  the  Legislature  were  chosen. 
No  special  issues  were  involved  in  the  contest, 
although,  as  in  all  the  Southern  States,  the  Civil 
Rights  bill  was  strongly  opposed  by  the  Democrats.

OHIO. 

Ohio  chose  minor  State  officers  and  Congressmen 
in  October,  1874,  tickets  being  nominated  by  the  Re- 
publican, Democratic  and  Prohibition  parties.     A 
new  constitution  was  submitted  to  the  people  on  the 
18th  of  August,  clauses  authorizing  towns,  cities  and 
incorporated  villages  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
railroads,  carrj'ing  into  practice  the  minority  repre- 
sentation principle,  and  relative  to  licensing  the  sale 
of  liquors,  being  voted  upon  separately.    All  the 
separate  clauses,  as  well  as  the  instrument  Itself, 
were  defeated  by  heavy  majorities.    In  the  October 
canvass,  the  Republicans  re-afflrmed  the  principles 
of  the  part}',  demanded  honesty,  fidelity  and  integ- 
rity  in    the    public   service,   favored    a  tariff   for 
revenue,   with   sufficient  protection  to   encourage 
industry,  denounced  all  forms  of  repudiation,  urged 
the   adoption   of    such    meaijures   as    will   restore 
the  currency  to  a  specie  standard,  with  ultimate 
free    banking,    favored    the    promotion    of   cheap 
and  prompt  transportation,  endorsed  the  repeal  of 
the   salary   grab,   praised   Congress   for  reforming 
abuses,  denounced  the  Southern  outrages,  favored 
proper   restraint  of  intemperance   and  Its  causes, 
and  the  forfeiture  of  public  trust  for  Intoxication, 
and  deprecated  the  reorganization  of  the  benev- 
olent institutions  of  the  State  for  partisan  purposes. 
The  Democrats  resolved  in  favor  of  the  independence 
of  the  co-ordinate  branches  of  the  government ;  the 
regulation  of  the  volume  of  the  currency  by  the 
necessities  of  business;  the  abolition  of  the  national 
bank  franchises  and  the  establishment  of  a  green- 
back legal  tender  currency;  the  payment  of  the  5-20 
bonds  in  legal  tender  notes;  opposed  exemption  of 
public  bonds  from  taxation,  and  the  imposition  of 
e.xcessive   taxation;    urged   the   substitution   of  a 
revenue  tariiTfor  the  present  tariff  laws;  deprecated 
all  combinations  tending  to  increase  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation ;  opposed  grants  of  public  domain  to  rail- 
road corporptions,  denounced  the  so-called  "  press-gag 
law  "  of  Congress ;  protested  against  the  attempted 
civil  rights  legislation ;  favored  the  establishment  of" 
the  one  term  principle  for  President,  and  arraigned 
the  Republican  leaders  for  extravagance,  profligacy, 
oppression.  Incompetence  and  general  mismanage- 
ment of  their  trusts.

A  Governor  and  other  State  officers.  State  Le^is 
lature,  and  member  of  the  Forty-fourth  Congress, 
were  elected  In  Oregon  on  the  1st  of  June,  1874.  The 
result  shows  that  the  Independent  or  Farmers'  third 
party  movement  has  gained  some  strength  in  the 
fetate  since  the  last  regular  election.  No  important 
political  Issues  were  involved  in  the  contest,  how- 
ever, the  Farmers'  expressions  in  favor  of  refoim 
and  economy,  in  advocacy  ot  local  improvements, 
and  In  condemnation  of  monopolies  and  official  ex- 
travagance, being  echoed  with  equal  fervor  by  their 
opponents.

PENNSYLVANIA.  ■/• '■''" 


On  November  3d,  Pennsylvania  held  the  first  gene- 
ral election  under  the  new  Constitution,  adopted  last 
year.  A  Lieutenant-Governor,  Jmlge  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  Auditor-General  and  Secretary  ot  Internal 
Affairs  were  chosen,  together  with  Members  of  the 
Legislature  and  Congressmen.  The  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Republican  couventi  >n  rejoiced  at 
the  accomplishment  of  beneficial  changes  in  the 
organic  law,  assumed  the  respuiisibility  of  carrying 
the  new  Constitution  into  ettect,  favored  the  substi- 
tution of  othclal  salaries  in  place  of  fees,  urged  the 
encouragement  and  dt'velopmetit  of  all  branches  of 
Industry  by  proper  legislation,  opposed  land  grunts 
to  railroads,  denounced  the  Canadian  Reciy  ocity 
Treaty,  favored  legislation  for  the  protect -on  of 
the  civil  rights  of  the  colored  race,  advocated  free 
banking  and  a  speedy  return  to  specie  payments, 
remembered  with  gratitude  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
of  the  rebellion,  expressed  confidence  1n  the  ability 
and  statesmanship  of  Governor  Hartranft,  nomi- 
nating him  for  President  in  1876,  and  urged  a  hearty 
effort  to  insure  the  success  of  the  Philadelphia 
Centennial  exhibition.  The  Democratic  resolutions 
arraigned  the  party  in  power  for  alleged  usurpation, 
corruption  and  incompetence,  charge.1  the  panic 
to  unwise  legislation,  opposed  land  grants  to  rail- 
roads, favored  honesty  and  economy  /n  the  govern- 
ment offices,  expressed  gratitude  to  the  soldiers 
and  sailors,  charged  the  Republicans  with  hostility 
to  the  new  Constitution,  urged  specie  resumption  as 


soon  as  consistent  with  the  public  interests,  and  de- 
clared against  a  mixture  of  white  and  black  children 
in  schools.

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THE  STATE  PLATFORMS,  1874. 

REPUBLICAN. 

Adopted  at  UUca,  S^L  23, 1874. 


TTie  Republicans  of  New  York,  tn  Convention  as- 
sembled, adopt  the  following  resolutions: 

Firtt.  That  we  reaflQrm  the  principles  so  often 
approved  by  the  people,  and  point  to  the  past 
achievements  of  our  party  as  a  pledge  that  It  Is  equal 
to  every  new  requirement. 

Serond.  That  we  demand  obedience  to  the  laws  and 
the  full  protection  of  every  citizen  In  the  enjoyment 
of  his  rlKhts  against  the  assaults  of  Ku-Klux  assas- 
sins and  White  League  revolutionists,  who  are  en- 
couraged by  every  Democratic  sutceea;  this  protec- 
tion to  be  piven  by  the  States,  if  they  can  and  will ; 
but  If  the  States  fall,  then  hr  the  General  Govern- 
ment, In  strict  conformity  w/th  the  Con«tltntlon  and 
the  laws. 

Third.  That  an  armed  attempt  to  subvert  the  rec- 
ognized government  of  i  State  is  revolution,  and 
FevnIutlon  must  be  suppressed  and  the  supremacy 
of  the  laws  maintained  at  every  cost. 

Fourth.  That  th«  pvbllc  faith  must  be  preserved 
inviolate,  and  the  pnblic  debt  be  paid  In  coin. 

Fifth.  That  we  oppose  any  Inflation  of  the  paper 
currpncy,  atfd  Indcrse  the  President's  veto  of  the 
Inflation  act,  and  ve  are  In  favor  of  an  early  return 
to  specie  pajrmeDM,  and  of  such  action  on  the  part 


of  the  government  as  will  speedily  secure  that 
result. 

Biaih.  That  taxation,  whether  National  or  State, 
whether  direct  or  Iniltrect,  should  l>e  kept  at  the 
lowest  practicable  point  permitted  by  an  economical 
admlTiistratlon  and  the  requirements  of  the  public 
credit,  and  should  be  so  adjusted  as  to  be  least  bur- 
densome to  all  classes.  , 

Seventh,  That  the  administration  of  President 
Grant  has  been  tnie  to  Its  pledges,  and  distinguished 
by  achievements  In  domestic  and  foreign  policy  un- 
surpa.'wed  In  the  history  of  the  country. 

Eiahth.  That  the  administration  of  Governor  Dlx, 
In  its  purity,  dignity  and  wisdom,  has  fulfilled  the 
highest  expectations  of  the  people,  and  we  point 
especially  to  the  management  of  the  Stste  finances, 
as  showing  the  wide  difference  between  Repuhllcan 
and  Democratic  rule;  which  Democratic  rule  was 
such  in  Its  profligacy  as  not  only  to  consume  all  the 
heavy  taxes  paid  by  the  overburdened  people,  but 
also  to  take  $6.5(iO,noo  from  the  sivcred  deposit  of  the 
sinking  fund,  which  the  Republican  administration 
has  now  made  good,  and  Increased  the  sinking  fund 
from  $1,000,000  to  more  than  $1  ">,000,000,  thus  relieving 
the  people  of  that  Indebtedness.

The  Democrats  of  New  York,  In  Convention  a.s- 
sembled,  recognir-ing  the  independence  and  the 
patriotism  of  the  Liberal  Republicans,  who.  prefer- 
ring principles  to  party,  shall  unite  with  them  In  op- 
posing the  pre«entState  and  National  administrations, 
commend  to  their  support  and  to  the  approval  of  all 
honest  and  Independent  citizens,  the  foregoing  plat- 
form and  the  nominees  of  this  Convention. 

Action  or  the  Liberau.

There  is  also  a  Commission  of  Appeals,  consisting  of  the  four  Judges  of  the  old  C/Ourt  of  Appeals, 
elected  by  the  State  at  large,  and  a  fifth  commissioner,  appointed  by  the  Governor,  to  which  are  sub- 
mitted all  cases  pending  prior  to  January  1,  1869.

The  State  Is  divided  Into  eight  judicial  districts, 
and  four  Justices  are  elected  in  each,  except  the  tirst,  which  elects  five.  Elections  for  Justice  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  are  held  every  alternate  odd  year.  As  fast  as  the  terms  of  Justices  expire,  elections  take 
place  for  a  term  of  fourteen  years.  For  General  Term  puri)oses,  the  State  Is  divided  into  Judicial 
Departments.  The  Governor  designates  the  Justice  to  hold  the  General  Terms.  In  each  department 
there  is  a  Presiding  Justice,  who  holds  office  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  to  the  bench,  and 
two  associates,  who  hold  office  for  five  years,  unless  the  terms  for  which  they  were  elected  sooner  expire.

Ten  dollars  per  day  in 
addition  is  allowed  when  the  Senate  alone  is  convened  In  extraordinary  session,  or  when  acting  as  a  court 
for  the  trial  of  impeachments.    The  Lleutenant-GcYernor  is  ex  officio  President  of  the  Senate.

1^56.  He  was  a  member  of  Assembly  lu  1867,'68,'69,'70 
and  '71,  serving  in  1867  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Banks,  In  1869  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  and  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections,  and  as  a  member  of  Ways 
and  Means  and  Public  Printing  In  1870.

Each  county  has  at  least  one 
Member.  They  receive  a  compensation  of  $1,500  per  annum,  and  also  $1  for  every  ten  miles  trareled  in 
going  to  or  returning  from  the  place  of  meeting  once  in  each  session.  In  case  they  serve  as  naanagers  of  an 
Impeachment,  they  are  entitled  to  an  allowance  of  $10  per  diem  additional.  Their  oflacers  are  chosen  at  the 
opening  of  the  session.

Lbtters.— Letters  to  any  part  of  the  United  States, 
3  centd  per  half-ounce,  prepaid.  City  letters  must  be 
prepaid  two  cents  per  half-ounce.  Letters  not  called 
for  (if  prepaid)  will  be  returned  to  the  writer  at  his 
or  her  request  without  additional  postage.  Letters 
deposited  without  being  properly  prepaid  are  sent 
immediately  to  the  Dead-Letter  Office,  Washington. 
LfUers  depomled  in  City  lamp-pcti  boxes  must  have  the 
requisite  numher  of  stamps  before  placing  tliem  therein. 
Depositing  money  in  the  boxes  does  not  instire  their  being 
prepaid.  Newspapers  are  not  taken  at  city  lamp-post 
boxes.  New  stamped  postal  cards,  furnished  only  by 
the  Government.  1  cent  each ;  circulars  unsealed, with 
no  writing,  1  cent  for  every  two  ounces  to  one  address. 
Postage  required  on  letters  to  the  President,  Tice- 
President  and  Members  of  Congress,  and  on  official 
communications  to  heads  of  bureaux  of  Executive 
Departments. 

JS  KWSPAPERS.— Transient  newspapers  are  rated  at 
1  cent  for  every  two  ounces,  and  1  cent  additional  two 
ounces,  prepaid. 

Books.—  Postage  on  books,  not  exceeding  2  ounces 
in  weight,  1  cent ;  each  additional  2  ounces,  or  frac- 
tions thereof,  1  cent,  prepaid. 

Miscellaneous  matter.— On  maps,  prints,  engrav- 
ings, music,  cards,  photographs,  book  maimscript. 
proofs,  cuttings,  roots,  seeds,  etc.,  In  one  package,  to 
one  address,  prepaid,  not  exceeding  2  ounces,  1  cent, 
and  1  cent  each  additional  2  ounces,  limited  to  four 
pounds,  and  so  wrapped  that  the  contents  may  be 
seen.

Liquids,  chemicals,  poisons,  articles  liable  to  injure 
the  contents  of  the  mail-bags  or  the  person  of  any 
one  employed  in  the  postal  service,  and  all  obscene 
boolis,  prints  anfl  publications  are  excluded  from  tfte 
mails. 

All  packages  of  mail  matter  not  sent  at  letter  rates 
(except  seeds)  must  be  so  wrapped  or  secured  that 
their  contents  can  be  conveniently  examined  by  post- 
masters, otherwise  they  will  be  charged  letter  postage.
